1 A. INSIDE SATURDAY WASHPOST HAD FRENCH ATOM TESTING; 

SUNDAY NYTIMES HAS NATO ARMS DUPLICATION; MONDAY TIMES HAS 
POSEIDON SHOT FAILS. SOME COMMENT KISSINGER PROPOSAL. 

2. WEAPONS. SUNDAY NYTIMES HAD BRUSSELS AP STRESSING US 
AND NATO ALLIES ARE WASTING MORE THAN A BILLION DOLLARS A 
YEAR BY COMPETING WITH EACH OTHER IN ARMS MANUFACTURES AND 
BY NOT UNIFYING THEIR ARMED FORCES, ACCORDING TO A MEMBER 
OF THE ALLIANCE, AS OFFICIALS AT NATO HEADQUARTERS WHO RE- 
PORTED THE ESTIMATE REFUSED TO SAY WHICH OF THE 15 MEMBERS 
HAD MADE IT. THEY CITED AS A PRIME EXAMPLE COMPETITION IN 

ANTITANK WEAPONS AS US BRITAIN FRANCE ARE TRYING TO SELL 
SIMILAR MODELS TO OTHER NATIONS, SAID AP, ADDING THAT 
OFFICIALS ARE ALSO ASKING WHY NETHERLANDS HAS PLANES THAT 
CAN CARRY NUCLEAR WEAPONS, WHY GREECE NEEDS SUBMARINES, AND 
WHY BONN BENELUX BUY EXPENSIVE HELICOPTERS TO TRANSPORT 
GROUND TROOPS. ACCORDING AP, US OFFICIALS CONTEND THAT 
BOTH COMMERCIAL INTERESTS AND NATIONAL PRIDE ARE BEHIND 
MUCH OF THE RESISTANCE TO ARMS SPECILIZATION. 

2 A. MONDAY NYTIMES HAS CAPE KENNEDY AP REPORTING NUCLEAR 
SUBMARINE MARSHALL LAUNCHED A POSEIDON MISSILE SATURDAY 
BUT A PROBLEM CAUSED IT TO FALL SHORT OF ITS TARGET. AP 
SAYS THAT ACCORDING TO NAVY THERE WAS AN UNEXPLAINED 
MALFUNCTION IN SECOND- STAGE FLIGHT OF THIS SHOT FIRED

FAILURE IN 32 SUBMARINE FIRINGS OF POSEIDON.

BEING USED BY MILITARY AS EXCUSE FOR FURTHER SPENDING ON 
STRATEGIC WEAPONS- WEAPONS THIS COUNTRY HAS AGREED TO OUT- 
LAW. IT WOULD BE NAIVE, EDITORIAL SAYS, NOT TO EXPECT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PEMTAGON TO URGE- IN NAME OF NATIONAL SECURITY- ABRO- 
GATING THE TREATY. MEANWHILE FOR SAKE OF ECONOMY MILITARY

3. TESTING. SATURDAY WASHPOST HAD PARIS ITEM IN ROUNDUP, 
HEADED FRENCH A- TESTS, SAYING NEW ZEALAND' S WATT, AFTER 
MEETING WITH POMPIDOU TO DISCUSS NUCLEAR TESTING IN SOUTH 
PACIFIC, SAID HIS COUNTRY WOULD REFER MATTER TO INTER- 
NATIONAL COURT OF IUSTICE, IN ABSENCE OF ASSURANCES FRANCE 
WOULD REFRAIN FROM TESTING IN ATMOSPHERE. 

4. KISSINGER PROPOSAL. SATURDAY NYTIMES LONDON ON HOME 1 S 
REMARKS REPORTED SIR ALEC TOUCHED A SOURCE OF CONCERN IN 
ALLIANCE- THAT US MIGHT MOVE TOO QUICKLY IN TALKS WITH 
SOVIET UNION ON REDUCTIONS IN ARMS AND FORCES, WITH RESULT- 
ING AGREEMENTS THAT COULD ENDANGER EUROPEAN SECURITY, 
ACCORDING SHUSTER WHO ADDS THIS FEAR LINGERS DESPITE 
KISSINGER 1 S PLEDGE THAT US WOULDN’ T SACRIFICE THE INTERESTS 
OF ITS FRIENDS IN PURSUIT OF SUPERPOWER DIPLOMACY. IN 
TRAILER FROM BONN, NYTIMES BINDER NOTES BRANDT SEES NO 
SUBSTITUTE FOR NATO IN FORESEEABLE FUTURE; RATHER HE HOPES 
THAT CSCE, SET TO OPEN IN JUNE, WILL BRING TO PLAY PEACE-
